SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the 
Borough  of  Colchester;  its  northern  boundary  is  the  River 
Stour,  which  separates  it  from  Suf folio*  South-  east  of 
Colchester  its  eastern  boundary  is  the  River  Colne  and  the 
Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  ma inly  rural ,  development  is  taking 
place  rapidly  in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester 
and  these  serve  increasingly  as  dormitory  areas  for  persons 
employed  in  the  Town* 

Most  of  the  area  is  occupied  by  agricultural  holdings 
and  a  quarter  of  the  employed  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  agriculture  and  allied  trades. 

The  remaining  three-quarters  serve  a  wide  range  of 
different  occupations,  rather  more  than  a  third  being 
employed  outside  the  district,  mainly  in  Colchester.

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HOUSING 


The  table  on  page  H  gives  detail?  of  unfit  houses  in 
individual  parishes.  Steady  progress  vtras  maintained  in  dealing 
with  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  20  houses  were  represented 
for  action  under  the  Housing  Act  1957  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
77  listed  unfit  houses  remained  occupied,  a  decrease  of  9  on  the 
previous  year. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  seven  parishes  the  known  unfit  houses 
have  been  dealt  with,  whilst  in  ten  other  parishes  the  listed 
unfit  houses  are  either  one  or  two  per  parish.  I  therefore 
propose  to  carry  out  a  limited  re  survey  of  properties  in  these 
parishes  to  determine  the  present  condition  of  the  older 
properties.  The  present  policy  of  inspecting  houses  as  and  when 
they  become  vacant  will  continue. 

The  progress  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  is  entirely 
dependent  on  the  rate  of  rehousing  of  the  occupants.  During  the 
year  13  families  from  unfit  houses  were  rehoused  in  Council  owned 
houses  and  altogether  23  houses  were  vacated. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  rate  of  demolition  or 
renovation  of  houses  subject  todemolition  orders  and  closing  orders 
and  during  the  year  15  houses  were  made  fit  and  2.6  demolished 
some  of  which  had  been  empty  for  a  considerable  time. 

352  dwellings  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  34  by 
the  Council,  during  the  year.  This  reflects  the  continued 
expansion  of  new  building  work  in  this  district  which  largely 
caters  for  people  moving  in  from  the. London  area. 

As  in  previous  years  there  was  a  good  progress  in.  the 
improvement  of  existing  properties  with  the  aid  of  improvement 
grants  and  107  applications  for  grant  aid  were  approved  during 
the  year. 

Substantial  progress  was  made  in  the  Council's  programme  for 
the  modernisation  of  Council  houses  and  55  houses  were  modernised.

The  Colchester-  and  District  Water  Board  are  responsible  for 
the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  throughout  the  district, 
except  for  the  parish  of  Dedham  which  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Co.  Ltd. ,  The  sampling  of  untreated  water 
from  the  various  sources  of  supply  is  carried  out  by  the'  Water 
Board  who  have  supplied  copies  of  a  typical  analysis  for  inclusion 
in  this  report. •  Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  of  the 
treated  mains  water  are  submitted  for  analysis  by  this  department.

These  results  show  effective  softening  by  the  base-exchange 
process  and  indicate  a  water  which,  from  the  aspect  of  the 
chemical  analysis,  is  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and 
suitable  for  vublic  supply  purposes.  A  reduction  in  the  content 
of  free  carbon  dioxide  would  be  advantageous  from  the  aspect 
of  avoiding  corrosion  of  metals.

The  villages  of  Tiptree,  Stanway,  Dedham,  West  Bergholt, 
Rowheage,  Gopford,  Marks  Tey  and  part  of  Eight  Ash  Green  and 
Aldham  are  provided  with  sewers.  Sewerage  disposal  works  are 
provided  at  Tiptree,  Dedham,  West  Bergholt,  Fcrdham  and  Copford. 
The  sewage  from  S tanway  and  Rowhedge  is  discharged  into  the 
Colchester  Corpora t ion  Sewerage  System. 

In  general  much  of  the  subsoil  in  this  area  is  dense  clay - 
which  makes  subsoil  drainage  impossible.  This  gives  rise  to 
considerable  nuisance  from  pollution  in  ditches  and  streams  from 
overflowing  cesspools  and  sink  waste  water.  In  addition  new 
development  is  proceeding  apace. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
provision  of  sewers.  Work  was  completed  .on  the  Stanway  (West) 
scheme,  Stanway  G-reen,  the  second  stages  .of  the  Eight  Ash  Green, 
Aldham  scheme  and  a  substantial  part  of  the  Copford,  Marks.  Tey 
scheme. 

Work  commenced  on  Great  Tey,  Fordham,  Aldham  Chu.rch  areaand 
the  final  stages  of  the  Eight  Ash  Green  schemes. 

Schemes  were  prepared  for  the  prevision  of  sewers  at 
Chappel,  Wakes  Colno,  and  Wakes  Colne  Green  and  Great  Horkesley 
and  work  is  about  to  commence  on  these  schemes.  Schemes  for  the 
provision  of  sewers  at  Abberton,  Langenhoe  and  Fingringhoe, 

Dedham  Heath  and  Lamb  Corner  are  prepared  and  work  is  in  hand  on 
the  preparation  of  schemes  for  the  parishes  of  Langham  and  Boxted, 

The  provision  of  sewers  in  the  village  of  Messing  is  held 
up  pending  extension  to  the  Tiptree  works  which  is  now  overloaded. 

The  response  from  propert3r  owners  in  connnecting  their 
properties  to  the  sewer  is  quite  good  and  a  great  deal  of  extra 
work  has  arisen  in  advising,  approving  and  testing  alterations  to 
existing  drainage  syste  is.

FOOD  PREMISES 


The  majority  of  food  premises  are  owner  occupied  and 
the  owner  is  directly  responsible  for  the  running  of  the 
premises.  The  standards  of  construction  and  hygiene  are 
satisfactory  in  most  cases.  During  the  year  inspection  has 
been  concentrated  on  the  larger  food  and  catering  premises. 

It  was  found  that  in  three  of  the  transport  cafes  in  the 
district  the  conditions  were  not  satisfactory.  In  all  three 
cases  adequate  drainage  facilities  have  now  been  installed 
and  other  works  of  improvement  are  in  hand.  It  is  noticeable 
that  where  premises  are  open  for  24  hours  per  day  the  standard 
of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  tends  to  be  neglected  and  only 
frequent  inspection  will  ensure  that  sufficient  attention  is 
being  paid  to  these  important  matters. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE  ACT,  1958 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
which  serve  the  requirements  of  the  respective  owners.  Both 
have  been  extensively  improved  to  comply  with  the  slaughterhouse 
construction  regulations. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the* district  has 
increased  considerably  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  likely 
to  be  maintained  at  this  level  in  the  future.  All  carcases  of 
animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  by  a  qualified  meat  inspector 
and  any  unsound  meat  is  stained  and  diseased  meat  is  either  huried 
or  removed  from  the  premises  under  supervision  for  disposal  at 
the  local  fat  extraction  plant. 

As  some  of  the  animals  are  slaughtered  at  weekends,  in  order 
to  maintain  1004  meat  inspection  it  is  necessary  for  meat  inspection 
to  be  carried  out  at  weekends.
